Guthrie, Okla., April 17.—What ap­ 
pears to be the old southern Ku Klux 
Klan come to life is working at Mul­ 
hall, Okla., now, and eight men were 
arrested there Sunday by Guthrie of­ 
ficers. All are young, appearing to bp 
less than 25 years old. 
Two weeks ago a negro, Gilbert 
* Hen, was found trussed up hand 
to feet in an empty box car from 
Mulhall. 
He told of starting a dye­ 
ing and cleaning establishment there, 
against the wishes of the inhabitants. 
Theie has always been a strong anti­ 
negro 
feeling 
in 
the 
town, 
and 
when Allen opened his place he was 
ordered to leave. 
He failed to do so. Several times 
the order was repeated but he con­ 
tinued to keep the place open. Then 
bis punishment arrived. 
The Guthrie officers who went to 
investigate, returned today with eight 
men under arrest. Their names are 
as follows: Glenn 
Kid well, George 
Spangler, Bart Farr, Hirzel Flannery 
John Phillips, 
Bill 
Grecey,* 
John 
Horn, Toots Workman, 
and

Buckle. 


All are charged with assault on 
the negro. Mulhall is in Logan coun­ 
ty, and the trial of the men will 
take place here 
Mulhall is a place which was set­ 
tled by southerners who have no lik­ 
ing, 
apparently 
for 
the Oklahoma 
negro, it is a tradition of the town 
that one be not allowed to stay there 
over night, and the forbearance of 
the people in allowing Allen to stay 
several days is a surprise to many.

Attorney General West Rules on Xa- 
gle’s Petition to Refer. 


Guthrie, Okla., April 16.—The so­ 
cialists have drawn 
first 
blood 
in 
the campaign to refer to a vote of 
the people, the joint resolution, sug­ 
gesting 
that 
“Grandfather Clause” 
amendment to the state constitution 
be initiated for the purpose of dis­ 
franchising the negro voters, and At­ 
torney P. a. Nagle, representing the 
socialist party, is confident that the 
resolution will be referred. 
In an opinion today Attorney Gen­ 
eral West holds that there are only 
(wo methods of amending the aute 
constitution—the legislature may re­ 
fer an amendment or the people may 
initiate it. He quotes Nagle’s argu­ 
ment that the suggestion to the peo­ 
ple to initiate an amendment is a 
violation of the constitution and an 
invasion of the rights of the people. 
West declines to pass upon the 
question 
of the 
unconstitutionality 
3ut leaves it* for the state supreme 
court to decide, also as to whether 
such a iegislative suggestion may be 
referred. West refused the ballot title 
offered by Nagle which was to the 
effect that the proposed amendment 
was for the purpose of disfranchising 
negroes. West changed the title into 
more subdued language. West holds 
that the secretary of state, as an exe­ 
cutive officer, has no choice in the 
matter other than to accept the ref­ 
erendum petition and file it, leaving 
it to the courts to decide whether 
such matters can be referred. 
The attorney general has also or­ 
dered the secretary of state to ac­ 
cept and file the socialists petition 
to refer Senate Bill 126 and pre­ 
pared a ballot title for Mr. Nagle 
on this measure. This is the law 
passed by the recent session and 
providing the procedure for which 
the democrats hope to have adopted 
a “Grandfather Clause” amendment 
to the constitution.

intelligent enough to know Its own 
interests. The idea that Hottentots or 
any uneducated, altogether unintelli- 
gent class is prepared for self-gov- 
ernment at once, or should immedi- 
ately take part in selfrgovernment, 
Is a theory I wholly dissent from 
But that is not applicable to the 
present situation. 


"The other qualification Is that the 


class should care enough for their 
own interests to take part in the 
exercise of political power if it i; 
conferred upon them. If they do not, 
then It seems to me that the danger 
i sthat the power conferred may be 
exercised by that part of the class 
least desirable."

matter other than to accept the ref- 
erendum petition and ale it, leaving 
t to the courts to decide whether 
such matters can be referred. 


The attorney general has also or- 


dered the secretary of state to .ac- 
cept and file the socialists petition 
to refer Senate Bill 126 and 
pre- 


pared a ballot title for Mr. Nagle, 
on this measure. This is the law 
passed by the recent session and 
providing the procedure for which 
the democrats hope to have adopted 
a "Grandfather Clause" amendment 
to the constitution.
